‘STATE EQUALIZATION BODY. 


Attorney Richberg Decides That They 
Come Under the Provisions of the 
General Railway Law—Clash of the 
Board of Review and Internal Rev- 
enue Collectors Over Valuations of

The elevated railroads of Chicago, except 
for a few bits of personal property lying off 
the rights of way of the various lines, are 
to escape assessment at the hands of the 
Board of Assessors. The assessments on 
these big properties will be spread by the 
State Board of Equalization, as heretofore. 
This position has been assumed by the local 

assessing body in accordance, with a formal 
opinion entered by Attorney Richberg, but 
‘with the determination that the State board 
shall be called upon to raise the valuation 
figures far beyond the totals of former years. 
The Board of Review, when called to act on 
the small personal property items, may con- 
test the Equalization board’s power and 
seek to bring the assessment of the “L”’ 
lines under the direction of the local author- 
ities in order, it is asserted, that the greatest 

’ benefit may accure to the county. 


Distillery Property Valued. 

Another step was taken in the fight on the 
whigky trust yesterday when a valuation of 

was placed on the personal property 
of the Shufeldt distilleries. A clash between 
the United States internal revenue authori- 
ties and the Board of Assessors over this 
problem is imminent. Satisfied that the 
trust plants are seeking to escape taxation 
on technicalities as to the true titles of the 
‘various properties which have been brought 
into the big whisky combine, the board is 
making every effort to find out the real 
owners. The internal revenue officials, while 
admitting that almost a half-million gallons 
of spirits and whisky belonging to the trust 
were held in bond on the day after the 
affidavit affirming that three of the plants 
involved*had no personal property was filed 
with the Assessors by Thomas Lynch, re- 
fuse to give specific information as to the 
—" firms holding interest in this bonded 

President Upham says,the Board of Re- 
view will resort to every means possible to 
secure definite information upon which the 
distilleries of Cook County may be listed for 
every cent of tax they should pay. The per- 
sonal property of the Shufeldt distillery was 
valued at $200,000 by the Assessors, the con- 
cern also being listed under the name of the 
American Spirits Manufacturing company 
in order that no loop for escape.might be 

afforded. The rectifying-house of the same 
plant was listed at a valuation of $100,000 
under the old name, with the statement 
added that it now belongs to the Standard 


Jersey. . Thus, it is asserted, taxation cannot 
be evaded on the point of ownership. 


Taxation of Roads. 

The release of the elevated roads will cut 
a large hole in the returns made by ‘he 
Board of Assessors. The power-houses and 
machine shops are the only property upon 
which the local body will place assessments. 

“The elevated roads, according to a de- 
cision of the Supreme Court entered eight 
years ago, are incorporated under the gen- 
eral railway act, and that.settles the matter 
so far as the local Assessors are concerned,” 
said Attorney Richberg. ‘‘ The ‘L’ lines 
are classed with steam railroads, and the 
Board of Equalization will hold supervision 
accordingly.”’ 

The authority upen which this decision 
was announced hinged on a case arising out 
of land condemnation proceedings begun by 

the Alley “LL” road. At that time it was 
argued that the elevated lines were in- 
corporated under the. elevated ways and 


that they were organized under the general 
railway act. When this decision was en- 
tered the Lake Street “‘L”" went so far as 
to reincorporate under the Jatter act and
